GERMANS CHEER 
BITTER ATTACK 
ON PEACE TERMS 


Berlin, May 13.—The declaration 
by Chancellor Scheidemann in the 
Mational assembly that the peace 
terms were “unacceptable” brought 
the members of the assembly, the 
spectators and tbose in the press 
gallery totheir feet in a hurricane 
of cheers and applause. 

The chancellor reached the cli- 
max of his statement on the peace 
terms ten minutes after he began. 

He paused in his address and then 
thundered out the word which an- 
mounced the German government's 
rejection of the Versailles condi- 


tions. 
“This treaty,” he said, “is in the 


view of the imperial government 
“unacceptable, 80 unacceptable 
I am unable to believe that this 
earth could bear such a document 
without a cry issuing from millions 
of throats in all lands, without dis- 


tinction of party. Away with this 
murderous scheme.” 

With the exception of the inde- 
pendent socialists, led by Hugo 
Haase, all factions in the assembly 
arose and cheered vociferously. 

The chancellor described the peace 
treaty as “a dreadful and murder- 
ous” document. He said it would 
make an enormous jail of Germany 
in which 60,000,000 persons would 
have to labor for the victors in 
ihe war. 

He criticised President Wilson 
and said the president by his at- 
titude had deceived the hopes of 
the German people. 

Turning Point for Germany. 

The chancellor said that the oc- 
casion was the turning point in the 
life of the German people, as the 
assembly was to decide the attitude 
toward “what our adversaries call 
peace conditions.” 

“The representatives of the na- 
tion,” he continued, “meet here as 
the last band of the faithful as- 
semblies when the fatherland is in 
the greatest danger. All have ap- 
peared except the representatives 
of Alsace-Lorraine, who have been 
deprived of the right to be repre- 
sented here just as you are to be 
deprived of the right to exercise in 
a tree vote the right of scif-determi- 
nation,, . 

“And I see among you the repre- 
sentatives of all the German races 
and lands, the chosen representa- 
tives of the Rhineland, the Saare, 
East Prussia, West Prussia, Posen, 
Silesia, Danzig and Memel. To- 
gether with the deputies of the un- | 
menaced regions. I see the deputies 
of the menaced provinces, who, if 
the will of our enemies becomes 
law. are to meet for the last time 
as German amongst Germans. x | 
know I am one in heart with you in 
the gravity and sanctity of this hour 
which should be ruled by only one 
idea—that we belong to one another 
and must stand by one another and 
that we are one flesh and one blood 
and that whoever tries to sever us 
is driving a murderous knife into 
the living body of the German peo- 
ple. 

To Keep Nation Alive. 

“To keep our nation alive—that 
and nothing else—is our duty. We 
are pursuing no nationalistic 
dreams. No questions of prestige 
and no thirst for power have a part 
in our deliberations. Bare life is 
what we must have for our land 
and nation today while every one 
feels a throttling hand at his 
throat. 

“Let me speak without tactical 
eonsiderations. The thing which is 
at the basis of our discussion is this 
thick volume in which one hun- 
dred sentences begin “Germany re- 
nounces.” This dreadful and mur- 
derous volume by which confession 
our own unworthiness, our consent 
to pitiless disruption, our agree- 
ment to helotry and slavery, are to 
be extorted—this book must not 
become the future code of law.” 

“The world has once again lost 
an illusion. The nations have in this 
period, which is so poor in ideals, 
again lost a belief. What name on 
thousands of bloody battlefields, 
in thousands of trenches, in or- 
phan families and among the de- 
spairing and abandoned has been 
mentioned during these four years 
with more devotion and belief than 
the name of Wilson? Today the 
picture of the peace-bringer as the 
world pictured him, is paling be- 
side the dark forms of our jailers 
to one of whom, Premier Clemen- 
ceau, a Frenchman recently wrote: 
‘The wild beast has been put in a 
cage on bread and water, but is al- 
lowed to keep his teeth, while his 
claws are hardly cut.’ 

Sad and Hepeless Future. 

“All over Berlin we see posters 
intended to arouse a practical love 
for our brothers in captivity. They 
show sad and hopeless faces be- 
hind the prison bars—that is the 
right frontispiece for the so-called 
peace treaty, a true portrait of Ger- 

nvy’s future. 
meeSixty million are behind the 
barbed wire and the prison bars— 
sixty million at hard labor for 
whom the enemy makes their own 
land a prison camp. Should the 
peace conditions be accepted, Ger- 
many no longer could call anything 
her own which lies outside these 
narrow bounds. Germany has ceased 
to exist abroad, but if that were 
not sufficient, her cables have been 
taken from her and her wireless 
stations can send only commercial 
telegrams and then only under con- 
trol of the allies. This would sepa- 
rate us from the outer world, for 
what business can be done under 
the control of competitors need not 
to be described. 

“But this is far from enough. The 
council, therefore, determines trea- 
ties between enemy countries to be 
null and void except such treaties 
whose execution is in favor of a 
government of the allied powers.

Grocers and Butchers

Of Merchandise Tax

The proposed 
amendment for the passage of a 
merchandise tax bill would give a 
great impetus to business and con-

Mr. Douglas 
explained that, if passed by the 
legislature at the summer session, 
the law cannot become effective un-

A decision handed down Tuesday 
by the court of appeals in the case 
of Debow vs. Vicksburg, Shreveport 
and Pacific Railway company, not 
only ended eight years litigation

With Highway Bond Issues 


(From The San Francisco Chronicle.) 

The governor has designated the 
Ist of next July as the date of the 
special election to decide whether 
the people will authorize the sale 
of state bonds to the amount of 
$40,000,000 virtually to complete the 
state highway sysrem of the state. 
It is estimated that when this has 
been done and the money spent the 
state and counties will have ex- 
pended about $110,000,000 for paved 
highways and will have more miles 
of paved roads than any other state 
in the union. Naturally so, for, with 
the exception of Texas, California is 
much the largest state. 

And when we have spent the 
$110,000,000 the state will have iIn- 
come paying property to more than 
double that value which it wouta 
not have and could not get, with- 
out that expenditure. Money wisely 
expended for good roads will never 
increase the tax rate. Increased 
values more than take care of in- 
terest and sinking fund. 

(ood roads are a matter of civic 
pride, even if they produced not 
a cent of revenue, and only gave the 
pleasure of using them.

The Objects of the League of Nations 
Discussed by Attorney Alex. W.Smith 


(Second Paper.) 

Editor Constitution: In my first 
paper on the league of nations I 
discussed in Tuesday‘s paper the 
philosophy of the organization. 

I shall now discuss the outline 
of the proposed league of nations. 

Its objects are— 

To promote international 
operation; 

To secure international peace and 
security; 

To prescribe open, just and honor- 
able relations between nations; 

To establish international law as 
the actual rule of conduct among 
governments; 

To maintain justice and respect 
for all treaty obligations. 

No sane, self-respecting and law- 
abiding man can consistently ob- 
ject to any of these objects as ap- 
plied to individuals. Since nations 
are but the aggregations of in- 
dividuals, no self-respecting and 
law-abiding nation can consistent- 
ly object to any of these objects, 

To effectuate these objects a 
representative body of delegates is 
created and a permanent secre- 
tarial organization provided for. 
Lepresentation in this body is limit- 
ed to members of the league, and 
when once organized new members 
are admitted only on approval of 
two-thirds of the charter members, 
and then only under effective gSuar- 
anties , 08 ninety of purpose to 
Support the objects and urpos 
of the league, iis sia 

An executive council is created, 
the majority control ‘of Which is 
vested in the five Principal nations 
composing the allies in the world 
war. 

The territorial integrity and po- 
litical independence of all members 
are to be respected and preserved, 
and the league is obligated to resi 
§ esis 
all aggression or threat of AB erin 
sion upon such territorial integrity 
or political indepndence. Any 
breach of international] peace or 
threat thereof, directly or circum- 
stantially, is made a matter of 
concern to the league whether im- 
mediately affecting its membership 
or not, and it has the right totake 
wise and effectual measures to safe- 
Zuard the peace of nations. No con- 
flict over differences unadjusted by 
ordinary diplomacy Shall be had 
without inquiry or arbitration, and 
not at all if one of the disputants 
complies with the recommendation 


of the league or the award of the 
arbitration, 

A permanent court of internation- 
al justice is authorized and given 
jurisdiction over international dis- 
putes If after submission of a 
dispute and its disposition in the 
orderly ways prescribed, a member 
of the league fails to comply with 
the final judgment awarded. it 
shall bé treated as an outlaw 
against society and to have de- 
clared war (in the common accepta- 
tion of the word) against al] other 
members, and it shall at once be 
boycotted financially and commer- 
Clally and all intercourse with it 
terminated both by the nations in 
their corporate -capacity, and by 
their respective citizens. If this 
outlawry does not reduce the re- 
calcitrant nation, armed force shall 
be used against it in order to pro- 
tect the covenants of the league, 
precisely as an individual who be- 
comes an outlaw is driven into sub- 
mission to the rules of law and or- 
der. If such an armed conflict en- 
sued, it would not be called “war” 
in the sense that word has been 
hitherto understood. It would he 
the forcible suppression of inex- 
cusable disobedience to law, and 
the forces of law and order would 
be justified in the use of force 
while the outlaw nation would be 
under condemnation from the be- 
ginning of the conflict as unde- 
niably as a natural person would be, 
under similar circumstances, in re- 
Sisting a lawful judgment which 
the courts of law had duly render- 
ed against him. 

In case of a dispute between a 


member nation and one not a mem- 
ber, or between two nations, neither 
of which is a member, the outsiders 
will be invited to accept-the obli- 


co- 


| 


gations of membership for the pur- 
poses of such disputes, and if the in- 
vitation is accepted the machinery 
of the league will be available to 
prevent conflict. If the invitation 
is not accepted the outsider is to be 
subjected to the boycott and if 
necessary the armed forces of the 
league to prevent a breach of inter- 
national peace, and the continued 
operation of the rules of law and 
order throughout the world. 

By reason of the disruption of 
anti-world war allegiance and boun- 
daries produced by the great con- 
flict, provision is made for placing 
on their feet the several colonies 
and territories thus dissevered from 
their former connections and safe- 
guarding their peoples in their 
freedom of conscience or religion, 
in their opportunities for trade and 
commerce, and in their general wel- 
fare as it is involved in the main- 
tenance of public order and morals, 
till such time as they can, by self- 
determination, establish civilized 
and stable governments of such 
character as will entitle them to 
take their several places among 
the nations of the earth. 

The league shall endeavor to se- 
cure and maintain fair and humane 
conditions of laor for men, women 
and children, both in their own 
countries and in all countries to 
which their commercial and indus- 
trial] relations extend; just treat- 
ment of territorial natives; general 
supervision of drug and white slave 
traffic, trade in arms and muni- 
tions, freedom of communication 
and transit for commercial pur- 
poses, especially in devastated re- 
gions, and take steps to prevent and 
contro] disease. 

The league shall control all in- 
ternational bureaus now or hereafter 
established if the parties thereto 


consent, and every treaty or inter- 
national engagement entered into 
hereafter by any state, member of 
the league, shall be forthwith regis- 
tered with the secretary general and 
as soon as possible published by 
him, and no such treaty or interna- 
tional engagement shall ve binding 
until so registered. 

Just as individuals are prohibit- 
ed from carrying concealed weap- 
ons, so the league will regulate the 
matter of fortification and arma- 
ment by its members. Since organ- 
ized socity among individuals has 
enabled them to. rétire their rifles 
and revolvers and leave to the po- 
lice department the job of protect- 
ing them from unlawful attack, so 
the league proposes to make paral- 
lel arrangements for the organized 
units of society, known as states or 
nations, to lay down the great bur- 
den of continual preparaton against 
attack. The world of nations seeks 
relief from the unrest of figura- 
tively sleeping on its arms, just as 
the pioneer peoples of the world 
have reiieved themselves literally 
in that reshpect. 

Commissions, to be composed of 
experts, are provided to Work out 
the details of disarmament of all 
nations and the supervision of un- 
developed peoples, and this will take 
time and develop slowly in the pro- 
cess of evolution from the 
state of undetermined 
law into that higher and better state 
of a svstem of laws by which all 
the nations of the earth must be 
governed. 

The foregoing outline 
all the fundamentals of the consti- 
tution of the league of nations now 
before the world for consideration, 
and as far as practicable is in its 
exact language. Constitutions can, 
of necessity, deal with principles 
only and leave detail to’ the ma- 
chinery they provide for the pur- 
pose. The frame work, mechanism 
and conirolling devices of this ma- 
chinery are arousing criticism and 
debate in some quarters, but it is 
unnecessary to minutely describe it 
in such a general sketch as this. 
The present purpose is fully accom- 
plished if a clear conception of the 
fundamentals of the great project 
may be imparted in language suf- 
ficiently untechnical to be easily 
understood. 

In my third and last paper I] 
will discuss tomorrow the constitu- 
tionality of the proposed league of 
nations.

Touching the Phthisical Teacher. 

In a recent talk, inspired by a let- 
ter from a Pittsburg teacher, the 
following item was quoted from the 
“Health Bulletin” of the North Caro- 
lina state board of health: 

Teachers and Tuberculosis. 

There is a -igher rate of mortality 
from tuberculosis among _ school 
teachers than among stonecutters 
and barkeepers. The reason for 
this is the ‘insanitary condition of 
the school room, lack of ventila- 
tion, overheating, lack of light, and 
sedentary occupation, 

In Chicago public schools’ are 
equipped with a system of ventila- 
tion which is under the supervision 
of a competent expert on ventila- 
tion connected with the health de- 
partment of the city. The health 
department’s ventilating inspector 
in charge recently observed that it 
was “safe to say that only a small 
part of the mechanical equipment 
installed in school buildings througn- 
out the United States meet the ac- 
cepted requirements,” He also stated 
that ‘“‘the tests in the New York 
schools reported by Dr. Josephine 
Baker (of the child hygiene bureau 
of the New York city health depart- 
ment) indicate that air conditions 
from the standpoint of health at 
least, are better in the window ven- 
tilated rooms than in those rooms 
ventilated by mechanical methods, 
and the results should awaken pub- 
lic officials to their laxity and care- 
lessness ‘n the installation, and pos- 
sibly in the operation, of these me- 
chanical equipments. To conclude 
from the report that natural ventila- 
tion is to be preferred to mechani- 
cal ventilation would be a grave 
mistake and result in much harm.”

In ad- 
dition enormous quantities of fruit 
pits and other nut shells were Se- 
cured and the national campaign to 
increase the supply of these ingre- 
dients met with great success. The 
slogan “Eat more cocoanuts,” the 
report states, increased the con- 
sumption in the country more than 
100 per cent in a very brief period 
and in October, 1918, the government 
was obtaining from all sources about 
150 tons per day of cocoanut shells. 
The fruit canneries of the Pacific 
coast supplied 100 tons a day in 
apricot, peach and cherry pits and 
walnut shells, and the campaign led 
bv the American Red Cross to induce 
the public to contribute fruit pits 
and nut shells was in full swing 
when the armistice was signed.

Posse Discovers 
Cave of Alleged 
Counterfeit Gang 


Dalton, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)— 
Early this morning a wrecked car, 


containing a large amount of shoes 
and dry goods. was found beside the 
public road, just north of here. Upon 
investigation it was found that the 
goods had been stolen from a car in 
the local yards, and that the wreck- 
ed car belonged to a local resident, 
from whom it had been stolen dur- 
ing the night, and converted into 
a truck with which to remove the 
stolen goods.

The dies and 
moulds were for silver coins of small 
denominations and it is supposed 
that the officers have rounded up 
the band which has been flooding 
this section with spurious coins. 

John Wells, who owned the prop- 
erty on which the den was found, 
and aw~cinst whom other evidence 


was secured, was arrested and lodg: 
ed in jail, and the contents of tine 
cave confiscated. Among the things 
found were some dime novels abou! 
the adventures of a desperate banc 
of counterfeiters, 

Tom Warmack was arrested fo 
the theft of the goods taken from 
the car. When arrested a fresr 
tlesh wound was found on his left 
arm, and when the goods were founéc 
fresh bloed stains were found or 
the shoe boxes and some of the 
other goods.

In Nankin, China, a city near the 
great wall, the court which ap- 
proaches the inn is used as door- 
yard and barnyard. The inn itself 
is like a large compound; it con- 
tains a one-story building with 
many courts. Each room is furnish- 
ed with a K’ang, which is placed 
in a stationary position, either 
across one end or a side of the 
room.

SOME CHINESE DISHES. 
Chicken Mushroom Soup. 


Three cups of chicken stock, 

One cup of finely diced mush- 
rooms, 

One teaspoon of Chinese sauce, 

One teaspoon of. soy, 


One-half cup of chicken meat, 


picked from the bones and carcass. 


Add the above ingredients to the 
chicken stock. Cook slowly for ten 
minutes and then add: 

One well-beaten egg, 

One tablespoon of corn starch, 
dissolved in the egg, 

One tablespoon of butter, 

One teaspoon of white pepper, 

— and one-half teaspoons of

Now fry the noodles golden brown 
in fat. Drain and then lift to a 
hot platter. Make a gravy, using 
the flour and stock. Add the fine- 
ly chopped pork and onions.

NOW SUBSCRIBED 
BY M. E. CHURCH 


The Methodist Episcopal church 
is engaged in a Centenary cam- 
paign for one hundred and five mil- 
lions of dollars. Forty millions are 
for foreign missions, forty millions 
for home missions, and twenty-five 
millions for reconstruction at home 
and abroad, following the war. 

Bishop F. D. Leete, of this city 
has just returned from a meeting 
of the board of bishops of the 
Methodist Episcopal church at Rich- 
mond Avenue church, Buffalo, New 
York. Reports made at this meeting 
show splendid progress in the Cen- 
tenary movement. The _ intensive 
campaign for subscriptions has not 
yet taken place. Large givers have 
made pledges, and a few churches 
have instituted an early canvass, 
but the big*effort remains still to 
take place. Nevertheless the re- 
ports gathered from the area sec- 
retaries of results thus far show 
that in cash and reliable subscrip- 
tions over forty million dollars are 
already secured. 

The Atlanta area is reported by 
Secretaries J. H Martin, D. D., 
Jacksonville, Florida, and J. W. 
Moultrie, D D., Sumpter, S. C., to 
have obtained more than a fourth 
of its asking. Among the churches 
which have already secured their 
quotas in full are Ponce de Leon 
avenue, Atlanta, with more than 
$15,00; First Church, Miami, with 
$20,000; Hemphill avenue, Atlanta; 
Springfield and Ebenezer churches, 
Jacksonville; Tarpon Springs 
Florida; Bowden, Georgia, and 
others. Dr. E. J. Hammond, of this 
city is about beginning a _ special 
effort to swing the churches of the 
Talapoosa district into the columns 
of full achievement, 

The outcome of the Centenary 
movement cannot fail to be a great 
advance in Christian effort and 
success, Churches, hospitals, 
schools and colleges in all lands will 
be increased in numbers and effi- 
ciency, it is belleved. Bishop W. 
FE. Anderson, formerly of Chatta- 
nooga, with Dr. E. W. Bysshe, su- 
perintendent of Méthodist missions 
in France, have just returned from 
Europe with reports of important 
church properties purchased or 
given to Methodism outright, and 
orphanages established for French 
children. Similar facts are sent 
from Italy and from the Orient.

“Provisional Government 

Of Irish Republic” 
Claims Right to Partici- 
pate In Peace Treaty 
and to Join League of 
Nations. 


Paris, April 20.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—Here are 
the claims of “the provisional gOv- 
ernment of the Irish republic” to 
the right to participate in the peace 
conference and to join the league of 
nations, as free and independent, laid 
before the conference in the form of 
a@ memorial presented to Premier 
Clemenceau by Sean T. O’Ceallaigh, 
the Sinn Fein delegate of the “re- 
public” in Paris: 

“Ireland is a nation which has 


exercised the right of self-determi- | 


nation in harmony with the princi- 
pies formulated by President Wilson, 


and accepted by the belligerents as | 
th eonly sure foundation for a world 


peace,” read the memorial. “It is 
not only in the past that Ireland, 
generation after generation, has 
striven by force of arms as well as 


by all pacific means to regain her 
national freedom. At the general 

. election last December the issue, and 
the only issue, placed before the 
Irish people was the independence 
of their country, and by a majority 
of more than three to one the rep- 
resentatives elected by the consti- 
tutional machinery of the ballot box 
are piedged to the abolition of Eng- 
lish rule in Ireland. 

“In none of the small nationalities 
with which the peace conference has 
hitherto occupied itself is the una- 
nimity of the people so great; in 

“none has the national desire for ftree- 
dom been asserted so unmistakably 
and with so much emphasis, 


Ask Recognition. 


“Following upon the general elec- 
tion, an Irish national assembly has 
met, an Irish republic has been con- 
stituted and proclaimed to the world, 
a president has been appointed, and 
with him ministers to direct differ- 
ent departments of state, a program 
of domestic policy has been issued, 
and an appeal has been addressed to 
the nations of the world to recog- 
nize the free Irish state that has thus 
been recalled to life. 

“But while the national will has 
been declared and the mechanism of 
free government is ready, the for- 
mer is being stifled and the latter 
paralyzed by England’s ruthless ex- 
ercise of military power. The presi- 
dent is a fugitive, the Irish parlia- 
ment is forced to conduct its busi- 
ness in secret, the most elementary 
civil rights are abrogated, courts- 
martial are sitting at every center, 
and the goals are filled with pris- 
oners, victims of every brutality and 
indignity whose only offense is that 
they have sought the freedom ot 
their native Jand. It is in these 
circumstances that the Irish nation, 
through men, addresses the peace 
conference. 

“Ireland manifestly comes with- 
in the scope ‘of the principles that 
have been indorsed by civilized na- 
tions, and it is for the application 
of these principles that the peace 
eonference is now sitting. Ireland 
‘is weak; England is strong. Ireland 
in every possible way has asserted 
her right to freedom, which Eng- 
land, by sheer militarism, 1s intent 
now as always in the past to de- 
stroy. It is only by the exercise of 
tyrannical power that Ireland’s right 
to freedom can be denied. It is to 
the great principle of national free- 
dom, represented in the peace con- 
ference, that Ireland, exhausted by 
ihe cruelties of English rule, her 
popuiation annihilated by one-half 
within living memory, her indus- 
tries destroyed, her natural resources 
wasted, her civil liberties ended, 
her chosen leaders proscribed and 
treated as felons, now makes her 


appeal. 
Quotes Article Ten. 

“Article ten of the draft covenant 
of the league of nations 1s framed 
to secure national independence 
against aggression of an external 
power, Its terms are as follow s! 

“‘The high contracting powers 
undertake to respect and preserve 
as against external aggression the 
territorial integrity and existing po- 
litical independence of all aneee 
members: of the League. In case o 
any such aggression the executive 
council shall advise upon the means 
by which this obligation shall be 
sg ell as a nation that has de- 
clared its independence and is pleged 
to the principles of freedom, emgeess 
and peace, desires to subscribe to the 
covenant of the league and to claim 
as against England the protection ot 
article ten. I submit to the con- 
ference with profound respect that 
Treland’s claim is clear and cannot 
with any shadow of justice be re- 
fused. Should it be rejected the con- 
sequences would be as follows: 
Consequences of Rejection. 

Ireland henceforth must rely 
for her deliverance wholly upon her 
own efforts. No such rule has been 
laid down with regard to any other 
of the smaller nationalities whose 
emancipation has been made the care

“Against the imposition of such 
slavery upon Ireland, and especially 
against the giving of such a guaran- 
tee of title to Great Britain, I enter 
on behalf of the people of Ireland, 
in whose name I have the honor to 
speak, the most emphatic protest. 
Great Britain's title to Ireland rests 
solely upon ‘the military power of 
a nation to determine the fortunes 
of a people over whom they have no 
right to rule except the right of 
force.” The combined guarantee of 
<uch a title against the declared pro- 
test of Ireland would constitute a 
definite denial of ‘the principle of 
justice to all peoples and nationali- 
ties and their right to live on equal 
terms of liberty and safety with one 
another, whether strong or weak, 
and without the acceptance of that 
principle ‘no part of the structure of 
international justice can stand. 

“The guarantee of such a_ title 
would be subsersive of ‘the reign of 
law based upon the consent of the 
governed and sustained by the or- 
ganized opinion of mankind.’ The 
guarantee of such a title would con- 
stitute recognition of the right of 
the strong to serve its own material 
interest and advantage through the 
exercise of its ‘exterior influence 
and mastery.’ The guarantee of such 
a title would give Great Britain a 
warrant to make a nation weaker 
than herself ‘subject to her purposes 
and interests.’ It would confirm the 
claim of Great Britain to rule and 
dominate the people of Ireland ‘even 
in their own internal affairs by ar- 
bitrary and irresponsible force.’ Any 
guarantee, under article ten, of ter- 
ritorial integrity and political in- 
dependence as affecting Ireland can 
rightly endure only to the benefit of 
the people of Ireland themselves. 

“In the name, therefore, of_ the 
people of Ireland I ask that the Irish 
nation may be invited to give their 
adhesion to the covenant of the 
leacue of nations, and that mem- 
bership of the league—a member- 
ship available under article seven 
even to colonies who have freely and 
legislatively subscribed to the su- 
premacy of the English imperial

treasures needed to forge war en- 
gines, and the improvement of super- 
poisons. Along with these achieve- 
ments, the exposition will disclose 
inventions of private American citi- 
zens, some of which were regarded 


of such importance that the issuance 
of patents was withheld under the 
ban of secrecy until the signing of 
the armistice. 

Epoch-making Inventions. 


The patent office, a bureau of the 
department, also will exhibit his- 
torical models of epoch-making 
American inventions, and from its 
cob-webbed recesses as secret as the 
grave will resurrect certain foibles 
or fancies of famous men. Abraham 
Lincoln, for instance, designed a 
contrivance to facilitate the passage 
of vessels over shallow waters, and 
his invention will be shown at the 
exposition. 

During the war the bureau of 
mines, another wing of the depart- 
ment, devoted almost its entire at- 
tention to war problems. The Geo- 
phone, a listening device invented by 
the French to detect enemy tunner- 
ing and turned over to America for 
further development, will be a part 
of the bureau’s display. This ae- 
vice is to be used in locating en- 
tombed miners, and a further devel- 
opment in the making is a proposed 
international code of rappings to en- 
able entombed men to talk through 
solid earth. The 3s masks, the mak- 
ing of shrapnel! sfells, and the meth- 
ods of American oil drillers, which 
kept a continuous stream of liquid 
iuel flowing into the war zone, will 
be shown by working models. 

The geological survey already is 
using the airplane in making topo- 
graphic maps, and this new method 
will be illustrated at the exposition. 
Models also will show undeveloped 
regions investigated by geologists, 
topographers and engineers and the 
same-regions after they have com- 
pleted their work and shown the 
natural resources and the possible 
development of the territory. 

Gratitude to War Heroes. 

How America has shown its grati- 
tude to its war heroes and their de- 
pendents will be demonstrated in the | 
pension bureau display. In line with 
Secretary Lane's farms-for-soldiers 
plan, the bureau will show that the 
country in the past has always ad- 
vocated such rewards, this bureau 
having adjudicated claims for lands 
and issued land warrants to soldiers 
for more than 68,000,000 acres.
